/President Ayub, in response to a recent ques- 
tion from an interviewer about Pakistan's position in 
the event of a confrontation between the US and China 
in Laos or Vietnam, reportedly said: "I don't see 
why we should get involved.

/Ayub's statement reflects the standard line that 
Pakistan is too exposed to attack by India's growing 
forces to participate in any SEATO defensive effort. 
He is probably aware that this statement will have a 
favorable impact in Communist China, which has 
supported Pakistan in the Kashmir dispute since Chou 
En-lai's visit there last February^ 



Ayub recently spoke harshly about SEATO to 
Iranian Foreign Minister Aram. He also stressed 
his belief that China does not plan to attack India and 
noted that Peiping had ceased its propaganda attacks 
against the Shah’s government. Aram confirmed that 
this propaganda ceased about six months ago and 
stated that he believes Ayub is responsible. V
